GUEST EDITORIAL 
OUR IMAGE 
Just what is Amateur Radio in the eyes of John Q. Public? I'm 
afraid our image is not what we would hope nor even what we might 
expect it to be. We might hope he would see us as intelligent, able 
electronic whizzes, building and repairing our own equipment and 
keeping schedules with people from exotic sounding places. We 
might expect that he would recognize the valuable assistance 
Amateurs give in disasters and the contributions of Radio 


‘Two examples in the past month point out clearly that the 
average person has no idea what Amateur Radios all about. 

‘Number 1 — In the comic strip “Steve Canyon," the cartoonist 
has Poteete Canyon seeking assistance on her CB radio and making 
the comment that she hopes some Ham hears her eall for help. (Not 
impossible, by the way — there are Hams who also hold CB 
licenses.) But the point is — the cartoonist did not know the dif- 
ference. Certainly he did not do his homework. 

‘Number 2 — On the TV program “Room 222," the school had 
been givena broadcast radiostation and were planning broadcasts. 
‘Mr. Dixon asked if anyone in the class had a license, and one of the 
‘boys said that he had a 3rd Class License, Then one of the girls 
remarked, “I didn't know you were a Ham.” 

‘Someone, somewhere should have caught these errors before 
they hit the public eye — but no one did! 

How many of us have had a neighbor remark that her brother-in- 
Jaw in the Midwest is a ham and ask if we can keep a schedule with 
him, Later we find out that he is a CBer or a SWL, or has a business 
ligense. The average person just knows we do something with two- 
way radio. 

Even one of the proponents of the recent CB license tag bill did 
notknow the difference between CB and Amateur radio, 

What can we do about our image? Several things. 

‘Support our club's public service activities — some of them are 
designed especially to acquaint the public with Amateur Radio — 
and see that club activities get good newspaper coverage, Some 
chib activities we might promote are Field Day, Civil Defense, 
setting up a station to handle messages at a fair or some special 
event, Red Cross, Novice or higher classes, ete. We can invite 
‘others to radio club meetings and to other club activities. How 
about presenting a program on Amateur Radio to other civic clubs? 

One of the best ways each of us can help is to be a good Amateur 
Radio operator and set a good example. Show friends and neigh- 
bors our equipment and explain what Amateur Radio is and what 
Hams do, Each of us should be a one man (or woman) ambassador 


for Amateur Radio.

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IS YOUR GROUND GROUNDED? 
By Harry A. Cole, W4DLL

Here is some advice for the Novice, as well as many af we Old 
‘Timers. Like thousands of fellew amateurs, I have depended for 
:my station's ground upon that friendly and convenient cold-water 
pipe. It must be a good ground, because if you ever had the unlucky 
Experience of handling some piece of faulty electronic or electrical 
gear and come in contact with a water-pipe and lived to tell about 
if, you are indeed one of the fortunate types. . 

‘Last year I bought a new brand-name SSB transceiver, which 1 
used for several months, feeding a dipole and using a water-pipe 

|. Results left a lot to be desired, plus such side effects as 
V1, RF in my telephone and interference with my FM stereo 


receiver. 

‘Soon after the first of this year I bought a high quality Tri-Band 
beam, rotor and 40-foot tower. Considerable improvement in signal 
reporis was the natural result, but these “I” factors still persisted 
hhe TVL telephone and FM stereo. Something had to be done, 
because the SWR at my pet frequency was less than 1.1:1, with my 
lowpass filter and transceiver ground connection tied to my handy 
‘waterpipe ground, located just outside the shack window. 

‘Ground? { thought more about this and decided that would be the 
first point to investigate. Browsing through the local department 
store one day, I spotted a ter-foot length of 34-inch copper tubing, 
Which sold for about $5.75 per length. I put one into my station 
wagon and headed home. 

‘The first thing I did was to completely tin about one inch of the 
‘end of the copper tubing. 1 learned not to depend on my 100 watt 
‘Soldering iron, so using a boost from a butane torch (my cigarette 
lighter turned up high), 1 got a smooth, even coating of solder over 
the end of the tubing. Next, [ took two turns of about no, 8 copper 
‘wire (pre-tinned, of course) and wrapped it around the tubing. 
[Again, with the aid of my butane cigarette lighter and 100 watt iron, 
{got a good, solid solder connection to the no. 8 copper wire. 

“Gelling a ten-foot length of tubing into the ground could be quite a 
chore, but (1 was told ater), if you start by putting a water-hose at 
the top of the tubing (requiring the use of a stepladder) you can 
‘easily shake the tubing down into the earth, particularly if you have 
‘2 sandy soll as we do in Florida. It could present problems inareas 
@ the country where rocky hard-pan lies close to the surface of the 
earth. 

‘Once I got the copper tubing down about three inches below the 
ground’s surface, I clipped one ohmmeter lead to my new 
Feround” and the other lead to my convenient waler-pipe 
ground." The meter showed a difference of 55 ohms? (And all this 
time I thought I had a good ground.) 

‘Once establishing a really good ground, I ran leads from the

ground point to the base of my tower and to the window entrance to 
my shack (all under-ground and buried) so my XYL would not 
‘object to an unsightly mess of wires in the yard. She is happy, and 
so.am I 

‘Now, with as nearly a perfect ground as I could get, the “I” 
troubles have disappeared from the TV, telephone and FM stereo. 
‘The only “1” problem remaining is “HAI”. I can't keep my signal 
‘ut of Grandmother's Hearing Aid! 

‘This grounding situation could be improved upon by running a 
group of radials out from the ground rod, but this will come later 
‘when enough copper wire and ambition are available to me at the 
same time, 

‘A few words of caution are in order. If you use a conventional 4” 
diameter copper-plated ground red or galvanized water-pipe for 
‘your ground tod, you may expect (particularly in sandy soil) for 
abrasive action to cut through the top coating, only to cause 
problems of corrasion-rust to develop in a few years. The copper 
{ubing is relatively inexpensive, and has a much longer life ex- 
pectancy, so that it’s initial cost far outweighs it's initial per- 
formance and life expectane; 

‘To summarize, if you want a “grounded” ground, forget about 
‘your water-pipe and put in a good (and low-cost) ground system, It 
‘doesn't cost too much to go First Class.
